•The regulation of the li<|tior trmlic !>«- 
ing much easier in sparsely s*-ttl*sl re- 
gions than ill the great citi«*t sn<l tlie 
crowded districts contiguous thereto, it 
,s not iiiinat'iral that the more nrdciit 
friends of teiiiiiciaiK'e should, ill tlioso 
spars«-ly setth'd regions, imagine that 
tl.cy Clin suppress that tralric altogether, 
l..ical option is not only a favorite, hut 
c'ften an eths'tive rei’onrs**, in a neigh- 
isirlmo-l. or a coiiivty w here piihlic seiiti- 
nielli isnninsl, Hema*, it isapplied, and 
safely spplie-l, for a hwal and police pur- 
|h>se even in co'intrv villages and towns, 
iin<l It so happens that in States like 
.Nl.diie, I'lwaiiti'l Kansas, subject to ru- 
ral inrtiienc-'s, prohibition has come 
about. 

It is ditlerent, however, in the great 
centers of population. Keen in llie larg- 
er cities and towns in Maine, Kansas and 
Iowa prohibition diH*s not prohibit. In 
the meantime, it involves a |s*r|H'tual as- 
sault upon personal liberty and entails 
abuses greater t-veii than those apiw-r- 
taining to drunkenness. The ipiestioii 
ill all its lieurings was never sothoroiigh- 
ly and so ably discussed as in Mivasachn- 
setts, with the result of the complete de- 
feat and overthrow of prohibition, fso, 
in a lesser degree, was it in Rhode Island 
and IVunsylvania, where tens of thous- 
ands of go<sl [Hsvple, who are as sincere- 
ly enlisteil on the si<le of temperance and 
morality as the prohibitionists, vute-l 
against prohihition as no cure for the 
evils adinittisi by all to tlow from theex- 
cessive ust* of alcohol. 

In view of tUeee developments, we may 
reiisonahly exited prohihition to he w eak- 
er ill the next presidential Itattle tliaii in 
tlie two last presidential Itattles. Imleed, 
tile wliole teiuperanee question may 
take a new sliaite and turn on new lines 
of discnssiuii and combat. In that event 
it liecoiues an important question wlieth- 
er tlie teuifterance party will lose or gain 
hy its change of hsse. 

Tlie vole ag^iiit pnihibition in Texas 
ami Tennessee gave it a black eye in tlie 
South, where it cannot now hope to 
make much etfective headway. It is 
killeil in the Ksst. It is rh«*< ked, if nut 
killeii, in the West. It may go to pieces 
altogetlier. If so. what will liecoiue of 
its fragments, and which party will prorit 
by its destruetion? Obviously the re- 
publican party; and, looking to the con- 
tingency, it w ill l>e well for democrats to 
consider liow we shall counteract this in. 
creased republican vote when the time 
comes to meet it. — Coiirior-Jouriial.
